Tke Wabash Railway. 


Chicago Tribune 


The officials of the Wabash rail- 


way have concluded a contract with 
Col. Ralph Plumb, for the construc- 
tion of the first section of a new line 
of railroad from Chicago to Peoria. 
The project contemplates an air line 
between the two cities. The pro- 
moters of the enterprise state that the 
present routes between Chicago and 
Peoria are circuitous. The propos- 
ed branch will diverge from the new 
Chicago line of the Wabash at the 
point where it cresses the Kanka- 
kee river, following thence an almost 
air line to Peoria, reducing the dis- 
tance by rail between the two cities 
a considerable number of miles. The 
contract awarded on yesterday stip- 
ulates that eighteen miles of the 
road from the Kankakee river shall 
be graded, bridged, and ironed in 
sixty days from date. The grades 
are not difficult, and the cost of the 
new road is estimated at §12,000 
per mile. The officers of die Wa- 
bash say that the completion of this 
air line will enable the people of 
Peoria to leave home in the morning 
sojourn in Chicago five or six hours, 
and return to Peoria before twilight 
of the same day, instead of being 
obliged as at present, to spend a 
night in the city. The Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific and the Chi- 
cago & Alton companies are already 
devising measures for meeting and 
throttling this new and audacious 
competitor.

From a New York Letter. 


Last week 153 marriages toot 


place. The number of births dur- 
ing the same time was 529, while 
the deaths were G40. New York 
would soon be depopulated were it 
not for the constant flow of emigra- 
tion. As a matter of hygienic inter- 
est it may be added that during 
the same time more than a quarter 
million persons availed themselves 
of the public baths, of whom one- 
third were females. 
These baths 


afford relief to that large number 
who cannot get to Coney Island, 
and the benefit to the general health 
is beyond estimate. A boy of 13 
has just been arrested for killing a 
child under 5. The accumulation 
of boy prisoners in the Tombs is one 
of the saddest aspecls of metropoli- 
tan crime, and as the Matron re- 
marked to me, it was "distressing to 
see how little these miserable chil- 
dren 
realized their condition." 


Speaking oi childhood, it may be 
added that four.boys came unattend- 
ed from Bremen, the oldest being 
only 12. They were met by their 
father, who had anxiously awaited 
their arrival. On one of the last 
warm days that preceded the cool 
spell, 63,000 drinks of cold water 
were distributed by the Moderate 
Drinking Society, and the scene 
was enlivened by a pickpocket who 
recklessly tried his luck among cart- 
men and laborers, but soon found 
himstlf in the Tombs.
